Important Point* Which Krery Dairyman 


Should Understand Clearly. 


It is sometimes said that the cow is 


a machine fov the manufacture of milk 
and bnttov. This is true, with gome 
important limitations. The cow is a 
living mechanism, and therefore re- 
quites more careful management than 
au insensate machine could need. 
Tlieie is such a thing as wearing out 
cows by injudicious feeding. Good 
cows have enormous appetites, and de- 
mand abundant and nutritious food. 
But they should not be forced or 
tempted to eat mote than they natu- 
rally will. While the coarser and less 
palatable ration should be given freely, 
yet grains and meal must be limited. 
Some of the great milk and butter rec- 
ords for short periods have been made 
by stimulation with food, which for an- 
imals is almost as destructive to health 
as stimulation by drink is to men. 
The only correct test of cows is their 
yearly product Another way in which 
good cows are spoiled is by deficient 
nutrition during those times when they 
are not giving milk. The owner thinks 
that less and poorer feed will do them 
and so the cow while bearing her calf 
is fed largely on straw and becomes 
poor. 


Either of these extremes is in jm ions 


to the future usefulness of the cow. 
The strong digestion is injured at 
these off times by insufficient feeding, 
as much as by forcing when giving .1 
full flow of milk. It is trne farrow 
cows or those heavy with calf do not 
need so much or so rich food as those 
giving large yields of milk. It is cei- 
tainy not best toj fattonj them. Abun- 
dant food of a kind that does not tend 
to' ,making 
fat 
is 
what 
should 


be aimed at. There is no bettei 
single food for cows not giving much 
milk than corn stalks. Their bulk is 
strongly in their favor, as they re- 
quire the cow to eat largo quantities of 
food to secure the required nutriment. 
If properly supplemented, bright, well 
cured coin stalks are a better main in- 
tion for cows in winter when they arc 
m fresh flow of milk from recent calv- 
ing. More grain can be fed with them 
without danger of either overtaxing 
the digestive organs or of putting on 
fat than can safely be given with hay. 
And if the stalks are cut and steamed, 
very few will be left uneaten. It is an 
important 
question 
for 
dairy.nen 


whether cutting and steaming stalks 
and then feeding with meal has not 
enough advantages over ensilage to 
compensate for the increased labor. 
The feed can be given warm, and if 
this lequues more work it is at a time 
of year when the best caie of his stock 
should occupy a large share of the 
farmer's attention. 


Excessive breeding is one of the 


means by which cows are prematurely 
worn out, especially where the progeny 
is more than usually valuable. 
A cow 


carries hor young about nine months, 
and she may be bred a few days after 
calving. 
There is strong temptation 


to do this if the breed is extra for milk 
or butter, as the calf may bo easily 
worth more than the butter or milk 
product for the year. The usual prac- 
tice with farmers is to manage BO that 
the cow will drop a. calf every twelve 
months. 
This leaves about thice 


months in each year when the cpw is 
not cariying a calf, but during this 
time milk production is usually pushed 
as far as possible, and the poor cow has 
really no rest from the heavy gti.ua 
made upon her, 


It would be better generally if cows 


were left farrow for a longer time. 
With good feeding a farrow cowmay be 
made to give milk- two or more years 
without dropping a calf within that 
time 
Yet many farmers condemn 


their best cows to thelnitcher if in a*i) 
year the cow fails to get with a calf at 
her accustomed time. Instead of being 
a loss, this may be easily turned into 
a gain. The cow, after being several 
months past the time of her greatest 
milk flow, maybe safely fed with brim, 
loots and other kinds of feeds in order 
to avoid the danger of becoming too 
fat. 
If properly managed she may he 


made to give a paying yield of milk 
and butter, and at last be got with a 
calf so as to farrow eighteen months 
or even two years after her last calt 
was dropped. 


A cow managed thus is rested, and 


if not too old is able to give a much 
greater yield of milk without exhaiw- 
tion of her vitality, than would bo the 
case if bred as often as possible. Eveiy 
old dairyman knows this, but the 
habit of continuous breeding of cows 
has grown so common that probably 
many think that there is no other waj . 
If a cow does not get with calf early 
she is condemned, and thus many of 
the most valuable milkers do not do 
half the good they might in improve- 
ment of the dairy qualities of our cat- 
tle. 
Very often, in fact, the extnv 


feeding of cows, to force the produc- 
tion of milk and butter, is itself the 
i eason of their inability to breed. Too 
high feeding may bring cows often in 
heat, but at the same time prevent 
them from getting with calf or cause 
abortion, which is the most serious 
trouble in many dairies,— Cttlttvator, 


—The practice of fallowing the land 


is only resorted to when land is cheap 
and the farm is too large for the whole 
to be cultivated. With the march of 
improvement fallowing has partially 
disappeared in order to yield to green 
manuring. 


—Corn should be used more freely in 


winter, especially during very cold 
weather, than at any other time, as it 
is the beat grain for producing warmth 
of body, bat the quantity should be 
lessened if the animals be very fat 


—Fast walking horses are better for 


farmers than speedy trotters.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The reduction in 


the public debt during March amounted 
to $11,588,559, and since 'June 80, or the 
flretnine months of the current fiscal year, 
to $88,560,681. The net cash in the treasu- 
ry to-day is $104,573,930, or $11,500,000 mow 
than on March 1. The gold fund balanof 
increased $6,000,000 during March, and i» 
now $218,818,253; while the silver fund 
balance showed a decrease of $3,000,001 
since March 1, and is now $43,886,782. 


National bank depositories at present 


hold $61,231,647 of Government money, 01 
about $250,000 less than a month ago. 


Government receipts during March ag- 


gregated $28,867,873. a falling oft of about 
$4,500,000, compared with receipts for 
March, 1887. ,Of this decrease, $3,000,000 
is due to a falling off in customs receipts; 
$250,000 to smaller internal revenue re- 
ceipts, and about $1,600,000 to decrease in 
receipts from miscellaneous sources. 


Government receipts from all sources 


during the first nine months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year aggregated $283,201,739, or 
about $10,000,000 more than during the 
corresponding nine months of the preced- 
ing year; while expenditures were$200,- 
068,137, or nearly $13,000,000 less than for 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year.

BATTLB OHOTOD pODOI. 
- 


The battle was fought In tha afternoon of 


tho 15th of March, 1781, and lasted about two 
hours. The battle ground extended from 
Honepen creek a mile eastward to Hunting 
creak, along the old New Garden rood, now 
known as tha "Battle road." Tha country Is 
gently undulating. 


In 1887 Hon. David Schenok, of Greens- 


boro, began the patriotic work of restoring 
Jhe battle field to its appearance at tha time 
of the fight The Guilford Battle Ground 
company was incorporated by the legisla- 
ture, and bought the land on which the bat- 
tle was fought. It bos been a labor of love 
for Judge Scbenck to restore the grounds to 
u nearly na possible th» condition they were 
In In 1781. : A great amount of careful work 
boa been done. Patriotic people far and near 
have been contributors to. the fund for 
restoration. 


In view of the general Idea that the battle 


resulted In a defeat for tha Americans, and 
that the militia, showed .great cowardice, the 
true story of the battle which "made York- 
town possible," and was the final scene, save 
one, in Cornwall!!)' campaign in America, is 
of interest and value. 


The American forces were commanded by. 


Gen. Nathaniel Greene, Washington's trusted 
and confidential friend.' Under him were 
Geu. Wl;liam B, Davie, of N«rtn Carolina; 
"Light Horse Harry" Lee, of '. Virginia 
(father of Gen. Robert B..Loe); Col. Wash- 
ington and Col. Campbell, of Virginia; Col, 
Arthur Forbis and Col. Winston, of North 
Carolina; Cols. Otto H. Williams,' Gunby, 
Howard and Ford, of Maryland. Tha Infan- 
try consisted of regulars (Continentals) 
about 1,400, and some 2,050 Virginia and 
North Carolina militia, with four cannons. 
The cavalry, under Lee and Washington, 
numbered 200. The Americans were posted 
in three lines: First, the North Carolinians; 
second, the Virginians, and third, the Conti- 
nentals. 


The British were commanded by Lord 


Cornwallis, under whom were Gent. O'Hara, 
'Howard and Leslie, Cols. Webster, Stewart, 
Leslie and Do Buy. Lieut. Col. Tarleton was 
also present with his famous cavalry legion. 
Altogether tha British numbered 3,000 men, 
all regulars, veterans who hod seen scores of 
battles, under the highest state of discipline, 
and admirably and completely equipped. 


The battle was an imitation of that of the 


Cowpons, which was such a victory for the 
Americans. 
At the latter battle tha raw 


militia were* posted in the first line, and the 
command to them was to-fire two rounds and 
then retreat, falling back upon the regulars, 
in front of whom they were posted. The act 
ct Greene, In taking position at Guilford 
Court House, was a virtual challenge to. 
Cornwallis. 
Alexander Garden,' aide-de- 


camp to Gen. Greene, soys in his "Anec- 
dotes," on flitromely rare work: "Two 
North Carolina battalions of militia (really 
they were brigades) were assured that If they 
would preserve their station and deliver two 
firm they should have his permission to leave 
tho field. There were 1,050 of them in bri- 
gade under Eaton on the left and Butler on 
tho right." Gen. Greene, in his official re- 
port, says: "The .action commenced by a 
cannonade, when the enemy advanced in 
three columns—the Hessians on tha right, 
the guards in tha center, Lieut. Col. Webster 
on the west. The whole force moved through 
the old fields to attack tha North Carolina 
brigades, who waited the attack until the 
enemy got within 150 yards, when part of 
them began to Ore, but* considerable part 
left the ground without firing at all." 


lets than 100 yards of this first line. Then 
COL Arthur Forbis, of North Carolina, tak- 
ing a rifle from one of his men, fired the first 
shot and killed an English captain. Forbis 
'hod eighty men, armed with squirrel rules. 
The British and their Hessian allies con- 
tinued their advance. The militta fired, and 
some fled. But of the 1,050 only 450 Bed, 
•while COO held their ground. 


Lee says of their conduct, aa the Bntisfi 


veterans swarmed up the slope in rapid 
charge: "When the enemy came within long 
•hot the American line, by order, began to 
Ore. Undismayed the British advanced, and 
with shouts discharged their pieces. The 
militia fled, a few only remaining." 


As-to the charge that the militia retired 


without firing a shot, it can be shown that 
all, even the 450 who fled, fired over two 
shots. Caruthers, the historian, says that as 
the British, and 'particularly the Hessian 
line, advanced, they received a very de- 
structive fire, which they returned and then 
rushed up, Intending, to drive the militia at 
the point of the bayonet, but the Americans 
clubbed their rifles and drove them book. 
The British then retreated about forty yards, 
when they reloaded and fired again, intend- 
ing, as 'before, to rush up, force their way 
over the fence behind which the Americans 
were posted, and get where they could use 
the bayonet with advantage; but by this 
time the riflemen were ready for them and 
gave them another galling fire, which made 
them recoil and threw them into some con- 
fusion. 


But though the British regulars had. gone 


over and overwhelmed the militia's first line, 
the latter were not beaten. The British, as 
they pressed through tat skirt of roads'occu- 
pied by the militia, received a heavy fire in 
the rear. The militia were scattered here 
and there, and as the British passed they fired 
on them, killing many. The effect .of the 
first fire, at the advance of the British, is 
thus described byCapt. Dugald Stewart, of 
the Seventy-first Highlanders: "In the ad- 
vance wo received a very deadly firo" from 
the 'Irish line' of the American army. One- 
balf the Highlanders dropped on that spot. 
There ought to be a pretty large tumulus 
where our men were buried." As to the con- 
test In the woods, after the British had 
passed the American line, Col. Carrington, 
in his '."Battles of the American Revolution," 
says that it became so warm that the British 
found men behind trees on all si'des of them, 
and when Tarleton made a charge he found 
^ British officers and men had bean cap- 


tured in some numbers. It should be remem- 
bered that the militia had no bayonets, and 
their plnck in. thus firing at least two volleys 
and twice standing a charge of crack British 
troops is remarkable. 


This, then, is the true story of the behavior 


of the first line, though it has gone into 
history that the North Carolina militia 
waited the attack until the enemy got within 
140 yards, when part of them began to fire, 
but the greater part left without flring-at 
all; tha| the general and field officers did all 
they could to induce them to stand their 
ground, but that neither the advantages of 
the position nor any other consideration 
could induce them to stay. 


O'Hara was thrice, shot; TSrleton was 
wounded in the hand; - Only Cornwallis and 
Gen. 
Leslie of the British general officers 


were nnwonnded. Cornwall!*, as has been 
stated, wasinaflelito theri$htJ>f ti» point 
Wnere the British attached the first line.

Now tor the facta. The flnt line of the 


American army was composed of Campbell's 
Virginians, Winston's North Carolina rifle- 
men. Lee's legion, Lynch'* ri&emen, Kirk- 
wood's company of Delaware troops, Wash- 
ington's cavalry and Singleton's battery of 
four six-pounders. Host of the. North Caro- 
linians bad been in service only six weeks. 
The first line was placed In a thick belt of 
woods, 400 yards east of Honepen creek, and 
directly across the New Garden road, in rear 
of a rail fence. The British forces advanced 
along this road, and could plainly be seen for 
ball a mile or more. 
Crossing Honepen 


creek, they formed and advanced to the at- 
tack in regular order, up quite a gradual 
slope, their artillery, posted beyond, Bring as 
the advance was made. Thin artillery fire, 
of course, disconcerted the raw militia. The 
British pressed forward until they reached 
the Hoskloi houss. yet standing, and within

Campbell and Lee fell back, to the right, 


fighting desperately as they went, and in- 
flicting severe losses upon Tarleton, who was 
pursuing them. Reaching a ridge, they made 
a stand. Lord Cornwallis was on the right, 
His horse was here shot under him, at a 
point about 400 yards to the right and under. 
an immense persimmon tree, which yet 
stands. 
While tb#Hessian regiment of Boae and 


the First battalion of British guards were 
thus fighting Campbell and Lee, the re- 
mainder of the British troops, composed of 
the Yagers, Light infantry, Thirty-third, 
Twenty-third, Second battalion of gren- 
adiers and Seventy-first regiment, pressed to 
attack the American second line. This was 
posted 300 yards east of the first line, and 
was ranged north and south. It was com- 
posed of Virginia militia, and its position 
was in the woods. This line fought well and 
maintained its position until its left was 
compelled to retire before tho terrible bayo- 
net of the British regulars, but not before it 
bad killed and wounded many of tha latter 
and crippled and weakened their line. This 
second line of Americans was commanded by 
Gens. Stevens and Lawson, of Virginia, and. 
numbered about 1,600 'men. Gen. Stevens 
'wu severely wounded by a musket ball 
through the thigh. Washington's cavalry, 
Kirkwood's Datawares and Lynch's riflemen 
were pressed back. 


The third line of tho Americana was admir- 


ably posted in a field, across a ravine, its 
right resting on the road passing east and 
west ' It was about 850 yards east of the 
second line. It was composed, on the loft or 
south end, ot the First and Second Maryland 
Continentals, under Cols. Guiiby and Ford, 
the two, as a brigade, commanded by Col. 
Otto H. Williams. The right or north end 
of the line was composed of the Virginia 
regiments, of Cols. Greene and Hewes, the 
two, as o brigade, commanded by Gen. Huger. 
Eirkwood's 'Delawares were on the flank, 
and at the end were posted Singleton's two, 
guns. The Yager's, Light infantry and 
Twenty-third British, which had beaten the 
Virginia, left, first advanced upon this third 
line. Here the fighting was desperate, and in 
the little field (now restored to the same ap- 
pearance) heroic deeds were done. It was the 
hardest and bloodiest part of the battle. The 
First Maryland was charged by Lieut. Col. 
Webster's brigade, composed of the Twenty- 
' third (or Welsh Fusileers) and the Thirty- 
third. 
It repulsed Webster with (treat 


slaughter. The Marylanders followed up 
this repulse by a desperate charge and put the 
attacking brigade to flight. In tha charge 
CoL Webster was mortally wounded. He 
was the most distinguished of all the officers 
serving under Cornwall!?. The attack upon 
the Marylanders w*6 (hen renewed, this time 
by .the Seventy-first Scotch Highlanders, but 
the latter suffered a severe repulse, and ot 
250 of its number who went into action 
scarce 100 survived the slaughter, for at an 
opportune moment Washington's cavalry 
charged them, and killed and wounded many. 


On the slope of this old field, literally in a 


corner of the battle ground, there fell, of Brit- 
ish and Americans, in thirty minutes, over 500 
men. 
Capt. John Smith, in a hand to bond 


combat, killed Lieut. Col. Stewart, of the 
Guards, cleaving bis head to the spine with 
his heavy saber. Stewart was buried whera 
befell.

British and Americans were intermingled In 
a hand to hand combat,, Th» American on- 
set was so persistent and th« moment •» 
critical that CornwaUis was oomptllfti! to 
'begin this artillery fire befors the guards 
were disengaged, though O'Hara jantreated 
him not to do so, and they were actually ex- 
posed to its effect. Hardly 100 British came 
out of that slaughter. When the First Mary- 
land wheeled upon the guards, it uncovered 
the Virginia line (under Gen. Hugir) and 
Lieut.

All the points of interest are brought eat 


strikingly in the restoration of th» battle 
ground. In front of the cottog* a granite 
tablet bears this inscription: "fa Memory 
of Col. Arthur Forbis, of the North Carolina 
Troops, who fell at hispost in the discharge 
of bis duty on this memorable field of battle." 
To the left of this stands a granite pyramid 
inscribed: "Guilford Battle Ground, Thurs- 
day, March 15,1781." The Hoikini house Js 
well .preserved. On its right Is » large 
spring, known as Hospital spring, whera the 
British wounded were taken and near which 
more than 100 of their deail were-(Buried. 
Very near the point where the Continental 
line stood, and whera the flght was so desper- 
ate, is another spring. This has been vary 
handsomely sheltered and fitted up.; thanks 
to the generosity of Mr. W. P. Clyde, of 
New York, and in bis honor bos been named 
the "Clyde Spring." MartinsviUeiiln view, 
eastward from the slope above tha spring. 
It consists of a few house*, and its chief fail- 
ure is the great tree known.far and aanr as 
the "Battle oak," the top Of which, tradition 
•ays, was shot oft by a cannon ball. It is 
proposed to erect on the battle field a monu- 
ment to the memory of the gallant Gen. 
Greene, and a bill to appropriate $20,000 for 
this patriotic purpose uai recently been in- 
troduced in congress.
